SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  EEPOllT. 


Amid  all  our  political  and  sectional  strife,  there  is 
always  one  spot  consecrated  to  peace.  All  partizan 
zeal  is  forgotten,  when  we  approach  the  consideration 
of  the  well-being  and  success  of  our  children. 

The  missians  have  a  wise  maxim,  that  whatever  you 
would  have  appear  in  a  nation's  life,  you  must  first  put 
into  its  schools. 

How  emphatically  true,  in  this  land  of  universal  suf- 
frage, whose  government  is  the  organic  expression  of 
the  popular  virtue  and  intelligence. 

There  is  more  practical  wisdom  in  a  New  England 
Bchuol-house,  than  in  all  the  lost  arts  of  antiquity. 
From  these  people's  universities,  dotting  every  hill-side, 
has  graduated  the  skilled  intelligence,  which  has  so  far 
transformed  our  wastes  into  gardens ;  clothed  our 
naked  plains  with  waving  harvests  ;  set  our  mountain 
streams  to  the  music  of  machinery,  and  with  magic 
touch  is  giving  to  the  homes  of  our  fatherland  an  at- 
tractive outward,  and  a  luminous  inward. 

In  the  country  school  house,  the  mass  of  our  chil- 
dren begin  and  finish  their  education.  How  important 
that  we  seek  for  them  the  utmost  practical  excellence. 

We  congratulate  you,  citizens  of  Rochester,  on  the 
commendable  interest  you  have  already  manifested  in 
your  schools,  and  on  their  increasing  excellence. 


Greneral  success  has  attended  them  during  the  past 
year.  With  usually  competent,  earnest,  pains-taking 
teachers,  most  of  the  schools  have  made  steady  pro- 
gress up  the  hill  of  science. 

Next;  to  the  mother  by  the  cradle,  the  common  school 
teacher  is  the  most  important  builder  in  this  immortal 
rearing  of  the  temple  of  mind 

The  notion  that  anybody  whom  we  can  hire  cheap, 
will  do  for  a  teacher,  is  a  ruinous  mistake.  We  want 
men  and  women  of  winning  grace,  ennobling  virtue, 
exalted  taste,  not  mere  automatons,  teaching  only  by 
the  book,  but  by  every  look  and  motion  and  heart-beat 
— teachers  who  are  incarnations  of  light,  li&ing  glad 
tidings  of  hope  over  the  darkness  and  despair  of  many 
a  young  mind  struggling  through  dreary  problems  and 
ghastly  pages  ; — whose  very  presence  fills  the  school- 
room with  order  and  energy,  and  sends  the  enthusiasm 
for  learning  pulsating  to  the  very  finger-tips  of  each 
pupil.  A  few  such  we  have  already — may  the  coming 
ones  be  like  them. 

Another  essential  element  of  progress  is  a  good 
school-house.  Many  of  our  school-houses  are  now 
models  of  beauty,  regarding  in  their  finish,  art  with, 
out,  and  comfort  and  health  within.  Yet  of  some  of 
these  we  suggest  that  one  thirty-six  inch  square  black- 
board, has  hardly  amplitude  of  dimension  to  bound  the 
diagrams  of  the  science  of  numbers.  "  A  word  to 
the  wise  is  sufficient."  But  others  of  our  school- 
houses,  (we  must  be  pardoned  for  telling  the  truth) 
have  very  little  in  or  around  them,  to  stir  the  divinity 
within  the  children.  They  lay  like  blotches  on  the 
landscape,  uncouth  and  hideous  without,  and  within — 
gloomy,  hackneyed,  inconvenient,  so  that  it  is  no  won- 


der  if  our  boys  and  ^irls   in   such   associations,    soon 
learn  to  hate  the  very  name  of  study. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  District  No-  9  have  said — 
"  Let  us  arise  and  build."  May  others  speedily  do  like- 
wise. 

Finally,  as  parents,  we  want  more  personal  interest 
in  the  schools.  Many  of  our  schools  have  the  visits  of 
the  parents — very  like  angels'  visits — few  and  far  be- 
tween. Such  apathy  is  strange — is  unnatural.  The 
well-timed,  courteous  visits  of  fathers  and  mothers,  not 
only  encourages  te,icher  and  scholars,  but  ensures 
greater  fidelity  on  the  part  of  both. 

We  say  to  parents,  become  acquainted  with  the 
teacher  in  the  school-room,  to  whom  you  entrust  your 
children — who  has  power  to  sweeten  or  embitter  the 
waters  of  their  lives — at  the  fountain — and  to  make 
such  impressions  on  their  plastic  beings,  as  will  strike 
through  like  the  red  letters  on  our  bank  bills,  never  to 
be  erased.

FOR  DISTRICT  No.  8. 


Tour  committee  have  endeavored  to  give  the  schools 
in  this  district  during  the  past  year  as  thorough  and 
systematic  a  supervision  as  was  possible.  A  watch 
ful  eye  has  been  kept  upon  each,  with  a  desire  that  its 
best  interests  shoald  be  secured,  and  that  no  part  of 
our  fast  increasing  ranks  should  fall  behind,  but,  like 
a  well  trained  army,  ench  division  should  be  in  correct 
marching  order. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  and  comparing 
it  with  the  two  preceeding  years,  we  unhesitatingly  re- 
port to  you  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  work  has  been 
good.  That  in  many,  if  not  all  respects,  our  grand 
army  has  made  a  progress  worthy  of  the  centennial 
year. 

Not  that  we  have  already  attained,  either  are  per- 
fect, but  we  press  toward  the  mark  of  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  excellenc3  each  succeeding  year.  As  there  is 
always  room  up  higher,  so  there  will  undoubtedly  al- 
ways be  room  for  improvement  in  our  educational  sys- 
tem. In  the  minds  of  all  interested  in  the  subject, 
the  ever  recurring  question  is,  How  can  our  common 
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schools  become  more  effi^3ient  educators  of  the  masses 
of  our  children  and  youth,  and  at  the  same  time  se- 
cure to  the  individual  the  greatest  amount  of  good,  in 
mental  training,  and  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  so 
essential  to  fit  him  to  become  the  useful  member  of 
society  1  To  the  majority  of  families  in  this  village, 
common  school  is  the  main  if  not  the  sole  channel 
through  which  these  necessary  supplies  are  to  be  re- 
ceived. It  therefore  becomes  of  the  highest  import- 
ance to  us,  that  it  should  be  of  the  utmost  efficiency. 
It  is  not  enough  that  taxes  are  levied  for  its  support, 
but  it  should  also  receive  the  personal  attention  and 
effort  of  Parents  and  Guardians,  and  all  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  society.  Let,  therefore,  your  faces  be- 
come familiar  with  the  school-room,  and  with  the  can- 
dor of  a  true  interest,  see  for  yourselves  if  there  is 
wise  and  competent  management.  Personal  observa- 
tion will  be  found  far  more  reliable  than  "  hearsay,'* 
which  often  approves  or  condemns  most  unjustly.  A 
closer  personal  acquaintance  with  our  schools,  with  a 
disposition  to  heartily  co-operate  with  teachers  and 
committees  on  the  part  of  parents,  would,  we  feel  as- 
sured, do  much  to  stimulate  and  strengthen  them.  It 
has  been  the  aim  of  the  Committee  during  the  past 
year,  as  formerly,  to  enforce  upon  both  teacher  and 
pupils  the  importance  of  thoroughness.  With  an  in- 
creasing conviction  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  trite  old 
axiom,  "  Slow  and  sure,"  they  have  always  insisted 
that  no  pupil  should  be  allowed  to  leave  the  work  of 
the  term  until  it  was  mastered.  In  many  instances  it 
has  cost  no  little  firmness  and  patience  to  follow  this 
principle,  the  persistent  adherence  to  which  has  some- 
times occasioned  no  slight  friction  between  pupil  and 
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teacher.  Old  habits  and  old  Adam,  together  with 
young  American  ideas,  have  occasionally  entered  so 
heartily  into  league  with  each  other,  that  nothing  but 
the  most  heroic  treatment  could  withstand  them.  And 
too  often  the  teacher  has  been  rewarded  for  his  fidelity 
with  most  unjust  censures,  when  an  easy  slipping  over 
would  have  won  him  golden  opinions.  13 ut  after  all  it 
is  an  advantage,  when  one  attempts  the  higher  matae- 
matics,  to  be  familiar  with  the  multiplication  table,  and 
a  decided  hindrance  in  the  reading  of  Virgil,  to  be 
obliged  to  consult  the  grammar  in  order  to  determine 
the  declension    and   conjugation   of  iEneas  and  Amo 

No  marked  changes  have  occurred  in  our  schools 
during  the  year,  we  believe,  with  the  exception  of  the 
removal  of  the  High  School  to  the  new  building  on 
Maple  street ;  the  neat  and  cheerful  appearance  of 
which  finds  a  sharp  contrast  in  the  remainder  of  our 
school-rooms,  whose  smoke-begrimmed  walls  look 
darker  and  more  uninviting  than  ever. 

A  new  school  has  also  been  opened  on  Portland-st., 
and  bids  fair  to  be  a  success,  some  forty-nine  names 
having  been  enrolled  the  past  term,  and  for  the  most 
part  very  regular  in  attendance. 

The  Grammar  School  was  also  removed  to  the  room 
formerly  occupied  by  the  High  School,  and  has  in- 
creased in  numbers  until  its  accommodations  are  but 
barely  sufficient. 

From  various  reasons,  the  High  School  has  this  year 
been  smaller  than  usual.  Qualifications  for  admission 
are  more  stringently  insisted  upon  than  formerly,  and 
the  class  as  in  the  Grammar  school,  which  would  have 
naturally  entered  the  High  school,  have  been  small. 
Some  of  the  members  through   irregularity  of  attend- 
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ance,  or  inability  to  keep  up  with  the  class,  have  failed 
to  pass  the  required  examination,  and  so  were  obliged 
to  remain  another  year.  Some  of  those,  too,  who  were 
best  prepared  to  go  on,  were  obliged,  as  is  often  the 
case,  to  seek  employment ;  and  for  a  like  reason,  some 
have  dropped  out  of  the  High  school. 

The  beneficial  results  of  gradation  have  been  more 
positively  realized  here,  than  previously,  and  we  believe 
this  school  now  stands  on  a  far  better  basis  than  ever 
before.  The  quality  of  the  school  will,  we  think,  in  a 
measure  atone  for  its  lack  of  quantity.  The  present 
indications  are  that  it  will  be  largely  reinforced  the 
coming  year  ;  the  class  in  the  Grammar  school  being 
much  larger,  with  the  prospect  that  most  of  the  mem- 
bers will  be  able  to  pass  the  required  examination. 
The  same  board  of  teachers,  with  one  exception,  has 
been  employed  as  in  the  preceding  year.  Many  of  them 
have  now  been  engaged  in  our  schools  for  a  long  time, 
and  are  too  well  known  to  need  especial  comment.  We 
think  the  general  success  of  our  schools  is  mainly  due 
to  them,  and  that  it  is  a  sufficient  testimonial  to  their 
fidelity  and  fitness  for  the  work  committed  to  them,

REMARKS.

Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  teaching. 

The  number  of  optional  studies  allowed  each  class  is 
not  to  exceed  two. 

Graduates  will  receive  suitable  diplomas. 

One  class  of  the  High  School  as  now  constituted,  prop- 
erly belongs  to  the  Grammar  School,  and  the  studies  for  it 
are  not  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  course,  but  are  found 
iu  the  Grammar  School  course  of  study.
